RESOLUTION—By the Govt. of India, Dept. of Commerce and Industry. 


In a letter No. 152-154, dated the 7th January 1908, the opinion of Chambers of 
Commerce and Trades Associations was invited on a proposal, which had been made by the 
Director-General of the Post Otfice of India, that the maximum limit of weight of inland 

reels, which may be conveyed by Bee should be reduced from 2,000 tolas (25 seers) to 
00 tolas (10 seers). In support of this proposal it was urged that, in view of the facilities 
which were now available to the public for the transmission of heavy parcels by 
railway, it was no longer necessary to despatch parcels exceeding ten seers in weight by post. 
Such parcels were a source of considerable inconvenience to the Post Office—especially in 
cases where steamer or tonga services or “ bhangy runners” had to be employed for the 
Purpose. Moreover, it appeared from the statistios which had been collected that heavy 
eg were sent throu ih the Post Office only to a very limited extent. Figures supplied 

‘the Director-General showed that only about 1,700 parcels of more than ten seers in 
Weight were received from the public for conveyance by post in 1906-07. 

2. When the replies of the various Chambers of Commerce and Trades Associations 
Were received, it was found that the majority of these bodies were generally in favour of 
the proposal, Some objections tothe withdrawal of what was alleged to be a facility to 
trade were, however, put forward. Tho principal objections raised were as follows :— 

(a), that in 1907 a considerable increase was believed to have occurred in the number 
: of heavier parools carried over the number conveyed in the previous year ; 
(0) that the ‘withdrawal of the concession would cause inconvenience to members of 
the publio who live off the railway. 


8. Tho Director-General of the Post Office was instructed to examine the statistics of 
the parcel traffic of 1907-08. ‘The examination made has shown that the total number of 
win reels exceeding 800 tolas in weight posted during that year was 1,128, as compared 

1,700 posted in the preceding year, and of these only one-half had to be conveyed from 
office of posting to the office of destination over runner and tonga lines, It is clear, 


‘ 
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therefore, that not only has the traffic in heavy parcels not increased, but that it has actually 
diminished by about a third in one year. No serious inconvenience to the public can, 
therefore, be apprehended, and it may be added that a large proportion of the heavy parcels 
actually sent could no doubt be made up into a sangre number of lighter parcels, which 
would not exceed in weight the proposed limit of 800 tolas. 

4. The Government of India have accordingly decided that from the lst October 1908 
the limit of weight of private inland parcels carried by the post should be reduced to 800 
tolas. From the same date the limit of weight of official parcels will be raised from 600 to 
800 tolas, so that the limits may be uniform.

NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of His 
Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 





Notices of Exemption. 


1. Any rules of the High Court of Justice in England, made under the provisions 
of “The Mail Ships Acts, 1891 and 1902” (hereinafter referred to as “the Act#”), shall 
be transmitted by a Secretary of State to the Government of every Possession to which 
the Acts are applied for the purpose of a Convention, and shall ‘be published by such 
Government in the Gazette of the Possession, and also in such local official Gazeties, 
published in the Possersion as the Government of the Possession may prescribe, 


2, A copy of every notice and list published by the Board of Trade under the Acts, 
or under any rules of Court made under the Acts, shall be transmitted by a 

of State to the Government of every Possession to which the Acts are applied for the 
purpose of a particular Convention. 

3. A copy of every such Notice and list, signed by a Secretary to the aig of 
the Possession, or other prescribed officer, shall be published in the official Gazette of the 
Possession, and a copy of such Gazette Notification shall be kept publicly exhibited in 
the Court-room of every Colonial Court of Admiralty in the Possession, and a copy of the 
said Gazette containing any such Notification shall be receivable in evidence by every 
arresting authority in the Possession. a = 

4, If notwithstanding its exemption an exempted mail ship is arrested in the 
Possession, the Government of the Possession, on being informed by the owner of such 
arrest and of the arresting authority, and on being satisfied that the ship is an exempted 
mail ship, shall forthwith send a special Notice tothe arresting authority, informing him 
that the ship is an exempted moil ship, and as such entitled to release. 


Actions Against Exempted Ships. 


5. An action may be commenced against the owners of an exempted mail ship in the 
like cases, in the same manner and subject to the same rules as an Admiralty action in rem, 
aud in any Oolonial Court of Admiralty having jurisdiction in the Possession in which such 
an action might have been brought if the ship were not an exempted mail ship. , 


Orders, by Courts having jurisd ction in British Possessions, for Application of the Security. 


6. Any order of a Oourt having jurisdiction in a British Possession directing any 
seourity to be applied shall recite the name of the Court and of the action or proceeding, 
the cause of action, and the judgment debt, and shall comprise a certificate by the Judge 
of the Court that the ship in respect of which the Judgment is given is an exempted mail 
ship, and might but for such exemption have been arrested and sold in execution thereof, and 
that the Judgment. debt is still unsatisfied, and is payable out of the security lodged in or 
under the cortrol of the High Court of Justice in Ragind in respect of the ship. 

7. The order may require payment to be made either in London to a named agent of 
the exeoution creditor, or in the Possession to some named officer of the Court from which 
the order issues. 

_8, Every such order shall be sealed with the seal of the Court, and shall be drawn 
up in aoe. addressed to the Admiralty Registrar, Royal Courts of Justice, Londcn, 
and shall be transmitted under cover to the prescribed officer of the Government of the 
Possession. 

_ 9% The said duplicate orders when received by the prescribed officer shall be counter- 
signed by him, and shall be forthwith transmitted to a Secretary of State, who shall cante 
one of such orders to be delivered to the Admiralty Registrar, and the Admiralty Registrar 
shall, subject to any direction of the High Oourt, make an order upon the Paymaster-

13. Where any action or proceeding against the owners of an exempted mail ship i 
pending in a Court having jurisdiction in a Briti-h Possession, involving a Seis against The 
security lodged in the High Court in England, the Court in the British Posession shall 
transmit to the Admiralty Registrar notice of the pendency of such action or proceeding, 
stating the nature and amount of the claim and the proceedings taken in regard thereto; and 
in case of the subsequont discontinuance or other conclusion of auch action or proceeding, 
whereby the security ceases to be affected, the Court shall transmit notice of such discontinu- 
ance or couclusion. Every such notice shall be sealed, drawn up, addressed and transmitted 
tothe Admiralty Begistrar in like manner as an order for the application of the security. 


Miscellaneous Provisions, 


14. In every British Possession to which these rules apply, the Governor in Cound 
may, by order, prescribe any matter directed by these rules to be prescribed, or neocssary 
for carrying them into effect, 

15. In the application of these rules to British India, the following provisions shall 
have effect :— 


(a) The Presidencies of Madras and Bombay, the Bengal division of the Prosidency 
of Fort William, the Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the Province 
of Burmah shall be deemed to be separate British Possessions. 

*(¢) The expressions “Government of the Possession” and “ Governor in Couneil ” 

‘respectively shall mean the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the Lieutenant- 

Governor of Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Burman, with respect to the territories administered by them respectively. 

(c) All orders made in pursuance of Rule 14 with respect to any part of British

37. The sender ‘of a registered article shall be entitled to obtain an acknowledgment of 
its delivery, signed by the addressee, by paying a fee of one anna, in addition to the postage 
and registration fee, at the time of posting the article. The fee fora special acknowledg- 
ment shall bo paid by means of postage stamps affixed to the article. 

88. Tho sender of a registered article may obtain an attested copy of the original 
receipt signed by the addressee on payment of a special fee of three annas, provided that he 
makes his application for it within six months of the date on which the addressee signed the 
original receipt.

(c) Any parcel addressed to a place for which a customs deolaration is required. 

d) Any article containing a currency note, or any portion of a ourrenoy note, 

e) Any article containing postage or other stamps or labels or a cheque, hundi, bank- 
note, bankpost bill, bill of exchange, or the like,—if the conteuts are either 
superscribed upon the cover or are known or manifest to the officers of the Post. 
Office owing to the transparency, insecurity, or insufficiency of the cover, or to 
any other cause. 

(7) Any article bearing the word “registered” or any othor word, phrase, or mark 
to the like effect. 
(g) Any registered article which is re-posted after having been delivered.

PART IV.—INSURANCE OF POSTAL ARTICLES.

A parcel intended for insurance shall be securely packed and enclosed in 
an outer covering of cloth, canvas or other substantial material, sealed at intervals not 
exceeding three inches along each line of sewing or join. All the seale affixed to an insnred 
article shall be of the same kind of wax and shall bear distinot impressions of the same 
device.

goods are to be delivered, and is signed by the sender. 


73. The open railway rine nat shall be presented at the post office with the printed 
form prescribed by the Director-General for registered value-payable postal articles, in whioh 
the sender shall specify the sum to be remitted to himself, fill in the required entries and 
sign the declaration that the article is sent in execution of a bond fide order received by him. 

74. A fee of twoannas shall be — on each railway receipt-note presented for trans- 
mission by post open. Tho fee shall be paid in postage stamps, which shall be affixed by 
the sender to the receipt-note. 

75. The post office will transmit the open railway receipt-note to the post office of 
destination, and will deliver it on payment of the amount recoverable to the person to whom 
it has been endorsed by the sender, in such manner as the Director-General may from time 
to time appoint for the delivery of megihees value-payable postal articles. 

76. The amount when recovered will be remitted to the sender in accordance with the 
rules for the time being in force relating to registered value-payable pcstal articles, 

77. A railway receipt-note for goods may be transmitted by post open under the 
foregoing rules, without compliance with the conditions laid down in the second proviso to 
rule 72, if it— 

(a) relates to goods sent between stations on such railways as are for the time being 
specified in this behalf by the Director-General in the Indian Postal Guide; or 

() shows on its face that the goods so sent have been declared at the booking office 
as being sent under the value-payable system. 

78. These rules apply also to receipt-notes for goods conveyed by steamer within the 
limits of British India. 

79. Nothing in these rules shall be construed to prevent the transmission by post of 
ee ga under the rules for the time being in force relating to the value-payable post 
gonerally. 









PART VI.—MONEY ORDERS. 
T.—InLAND MONEY ORDERS. 





° (a) Ordinary inland money orders, 


80. The amount for which a single money order may be issued ehall not exceed 
Rs. 600, and shall not include a fraction of an anna, except in the case of money orders 
issued by, or in favour of any Department of the Government, or by, or in favour of, a 
District, Local, or Municipal Board. 

Explanation ——The words “any Department of the Government” include any official 
et of the Government of a Native State, the posts of which have been amplgamated 
with the Imperial post.

85. The money order form duly filled in, together with the amount of the money 
order and commission, may be presented at the post office during the hours prescribed by the 
Director-General for money order business. 

86. A receipt shall be given to the remitter for the amount paid by him on account of 
the money order and commission. 

87. The romitter of a money order shall be entitled to obtain, free of charge, an 
acknowledgment of the payment of the amount of the order signed by tho payee. 

88. The payment of a money order shall ordinarily be made at, the address of the 
payee on his sigaing the money order and acknowledgment. 

89. The money order and acknowledgment shall be signed by the payee named by the 
remitter, or by some person authorised in writing by the payee in this behalf. The 
signature shall be written in ink in the space provided for the purpose, 

90. Ifthe remitter or payee of a money order is illiterate, his mark shall be obtained 
and shall be verified in such manner as the Director-General may direct. 

91. A money order shall be re-direoted to the payee on his written request free of 
charge. 
%, The remitter of a money order which has not been paid, may require that the 
address of the payee shall be altered or that the name of the re office, at which the order 
was originally made payable, shall be changed, The required change shall be made without 
additional charge on the remitter’s applying in writing to the post office at which the order 
was issued. 

93. The remitter of a money order which has not been paid, may require that the 
amount be paid to some person other than the payee named in the order. ‘he required 
change shall . made, on payment of a second commission equal to the first, on the remitter’s 
applying in writing to the post office at which the order was issued. 

94. The remitter of a money order which has not been paid, may stop payment and 
require that the money be re-paid to himself. This shall be done without additional charge 
on the remitter’s applying in writing to the post office at which the money order was issued, 
and producing the receipt and giving full particulars of the payee’s address as entered in the 
money order. In no case, however, shall the post office be responsible for inability or 
failure to stop payment of a money order in compliance with the remitter’s request. 

95. 1f the payeé of a money order cannot be found, or if the payee refuses to take 

yment, the amount of the order shall be returned at once to the remitter free of charge. 
The commission shall in no case be refunded. 

96. If payment of a money order to the payee cannot be effected and the amount 
cannot be repaid to the remitter owing to the latter not being found, the order shall be void 
and its value credited to the Government. But, if the payee or remitter subsequently applies 
for payment, the amount of the order shall be paid to him on a fresh money order issued. by 
the Comptroller, Post Office, provided that application is made before the expiration of one 
year from the date of issue of the original order. 


(b) Telegraphic inland money orders. 

97. The amount for which a single telegraphio money order may be issued shall not 
exceed Rs. 600, and shall not include any eum less than a rupee, and, if the amount exooeds 
Res. 150, the telegraphic money order shall not be for a sum which is not a multiple of RBs. 10.

(f) Upon receiving such application and statement, together with the prescribed fee as 
aforesaid, the officer in charge of the post ottice shall immediately send the 
same to the chief postal authority in the postal circle in which he is serving.

During this period they should study 
the Cvudes and the Acts to enable them to go up as soon as possible for their Depart- 
mental examination, when appointed substantively »ro tempore. They will not be allowed 
to offer themselves for the examination prescribed for permanent officers until they have 
passed their period of probation, f 

2, The training should be arranged with reference to the work in the office to 
which the officer is attached. He will be trained in the Magisterial Department for 
three months and in the Revenue ment, gg 4 (1) Tauzi and Government 
Estates, (2) Land Registration, (3) English Office, (4) \unshikhane ere, (5 
Certificates, (6) Kecord-room, (7) Cess and Revaluation, (8) Nizarat, (9) cise ani 
Income-tax, (10) Treasury, for nine months. 

- he amount of time spent in each Revenue Department will depend on the amount 
of work in that Vepartment of the particular office to which the probationer is posted, 

8. Probationers should not, during their year of training, take up Partition, Suryey 
and Settlement, or Land Acquisition work, ‘hese Departwents form the subject of

4. The Collector should have a register prepared showing, with reference to the work 
in his office, the amount of time a probationer will spend in the different departments.

5. Probationers should attend the Court of a first-class Magistrate selected by the 
District Magistrate during the trial of criminal cases. They should be required to prepare 
a full, complete and careful record of the depositions of the witnesses and a concise 
summary of the evidence given. They should also be required to-take notes of the 
arguments of the pleaders and discuss the  grie of the law to the facts of the cases 
reported by them, and to write a decision, This should be done in at least six defended 
cases. 

6. The records of the cases should be submitted by the probationer to the trying 
Magistrate, who should examine them with a view to see that they are ges Berry oe 
prepared. He should point out any obvious mistakes. The reoords should aiso be 
oooasionally examined by the District Magistrate or the Joint-Magiatrate. 

7. Probationers should be deputed to examine tho various registers kept in the 
Criminal Courts and to submit inspection reports according to the Inspection Manual. 
They should also inspect the record-room and other Departments of the Magistrate’s 
office according to the Manual. The inspection note should be submitted through the 
Deputy Magistrate in charge to the Magistrate. 

Probationers might also be deputed for miscellaneous inquiries in regard to criminal cases 
when the inspection of a locality or other matter is important, and they might be examined 
in Court as to their reports. They might also conduct inqniries in chaukidari or other simple 
matters. 


’ ‘Training in Revenue Work. 


8. ‘Probationers should not be required to work as clerks orto write up regi ; they 
should, however, prepare notes or précis of cases and draft letters. Thoy’should ee all the 
papers which go up to the Deputy Collector, and the Deputy Oolleetor should utilize their 
services in any way that he can in connection with the cases.

GOVERNMENT RULES UNDER THE CHOTA NAGPUR
